Cranberry 
Producer 
Seeks  Aid 


WASHINGTON,  Nov.  16  — 
(UPI)  — President  Eisenhower 
has  been  asked  to  declare  five 
cranberry-producing  states  as 
“disaster  areas”  to  provide  fed- 
eral aid  for  farmers  who  face  a 
50  million  dollar  loss  from  the 
cancer  scare. 

The  plea  was  contained  in  a 
telegram  yesterday  from  George 
P.  Olsson,  president  of  Ocean- 
Spray,  Inc.  The  firm  represents 
79  per  cent  of  the  industry. 

IT  CAME  AS  the  Food  and 
Drug  Administration  announced 
that  laboratory  tests  showed 
most  cranberries  to  be  free  of 
contamination. 

Olsson  accused  Arthur  S. 
Flemming,  Secretary  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare,  of  con- 
ducting a “cranberry  witch- 
hunt.” 

He  - said  Flemming’s  “unnec- 
essary, untimely  and  imprud- 
ent” warning  to  housewives  just 
before  Thanksgiving  that  some 
cranberries  were  tainted  with  a 
weed  killer  which  could  induce 
cancer  in  rats  had  ruined  the  in- 
dustry, 

THE  GOVERNMENT  said  its 
“scoreboard”  of  lab  tests  on 
cranberries  showed  199  out  of 
202  lots  to  be  safe  for  Thanks- 
giving dinner  table. 

However,  the  tests  were  not 
expected  to  be  near  completion 
until  the  end  of  this  week.  Sev- 
enteen district  offices  are  work- 
ing overtime  to  speed  the  effort. 

THE  GRAND  UNION  Co., 
which  has  451  supermarkets  on 
the  East  Coast,  announced  in 
New  York  it  was  resuming  the 
sale  of  cranberries  today.  The 
firm  said  it  carried  out  its  own 
investigation  and  found  its  sup- 
plies to  be  safe.

Crime  Reflects  Moral  Breakdown 


LOS  ANGELES,  Nov.  16  — (UPI)  — The 
American  public  is  undergoing  a steady  break- 
down in  moral  standards  which  is  being  re- 
flected in  an  ever-increasing  rise  in  juvenile 
and  adult  crime,  the  head  of  the-  Los  Angeles 
Police  Department  juvenile  bureau  said  today. 

Capt.  G.  J.  Glavas  said  his  studies  have 
shown  this  moral  and  ethical  breakdown  is 
nationwide  in  its  scope  and  to  a large  extent  is 
supported  by  the  country’s  judges. 

“Examples  of  this  breakdown  into  what  is 
right  and  wrong  can  be  seen  every  day  in  the 
letters  to  the  editor  columns  of  the  news- 
papers,” Glavas  said.  “The  recent  television 
quiz  scandals  have  brought  hundreds  of  letters, 
not  criticizing  the  cheating  but  trying  to  justify 
it  in  the  writer’s  mind.” 

GLAVAS  SAID  juvenile  delinquency  and 


crime  was  just  an  extension  of  adult  crime. 

“The  courts  are  hanging  their  hats  on  legal 
formalities  that  enable  them  to  justify  conduct 
of  those  who  violate  old  time  moral  stand- 
ards,” he  said. 

“There  is  no  such  thing  as  right  and  wrong 
— instead  there  is  a series  of  greys.  People 
seem  to  believe  that  to  steal  money  from  a 
large  corporation,  while  not  completely  justi- 
fied, should  not  be  treated  as  seriously  as  to 
take  money  from  the  corner  beggar.  They  seem 
to  think  probation  is  fair  for  the  man  who 
takes  from  the  man  or  company  who  has  a lot 
of  money  but  to  take  from  the  poor  man  is 
much  more  serious.” 

Glavas  said  he  could  not  lay  down  a solu- 
tion to  force  the  people  to  return  to  high  moral 
standards.

He  raced  back  all  the 
way  to  the  Ute  five-yard  line 
before  being  knocked  out  of 
bounds. 

Wright  carried  the  ball  over 
for  a touchdown  and  the  con- 
version too,  to  increase  the  Kit- 
ten lead  to  21-7. 


ON  THE  SECOND  half  kickoff 
Tom  Stolworthy  bobbled  the  ball 
for  BYU  and  Utah  recovered  to 
give  the  Papooses  possession  on 
the  Cat  26-yard  line.  With  Jerry 
Lipscomb,  Overton  and  fullback 
Jim  Hoggan  carrying,  the  Utes 
scored  with  Hoggan  going  in  for 
the  actual  counter.  Hoggan  car- 
ried in  for  the  conversion  and 
boosted  the  score  to  21-15  in 
favor  of  the  Y. 

The  final  Kitten  tally  came 
when  a center  pass  to  Ute  punter 
Bill  Cravens  went  awry.  Cravens 
returned  the  ball  to  the  one-foot 
line  where  BYU  took  over. 

Wright  powered  over  on  the 
next  play  and  the  extra  point 
try  failed.

GRIFFETH  BEAT  USU’s  Odell 
Rice  for  individual  honors  with 
Wyoming’s  Russ  Donley  taking 
third.  Gary  Holmes  of  Utah  State 
was  fourth  and  Gary  Wojtowik 
of  Montana  finished  fifth. 


WITH  ZUGER  passing  and 
halfback  Nolan  Jones  doing  the 
running  the  Demons  moved  to 
the  Cat  18.  Then  Zuger  hit 
Jones  with  an  aerial  in  the  end 
Zone  to  cap  the  68-yard  drive. 

Jones  booted  the  extra  point 
and  the  hosts  had  a quick  7-0 
lead. 

Failing  to  letup,  the  ASU  team 
moved  in  for  another  score  after 
forcing  the  Cougars  into  a punt- 
ing situation.  This  time  the  Sun 
Devils,  who  lead  the  Border 
Conference,  moved  56  yards. 

PASSING  WITH  poise,  Zuger 
hit  end  Bob  Rembert  with  an 
aerial  on  the  BYU  40.  Then  again 
he  stepped  back  and  connected 
with  Bill  Spanko  on  the  Cougar 
21. 

Then  shifty  Jones  carried  the 
ball  over  for  the  score.  Jones 
again  attempted  the  conversion 
but  the  ball  sailed  wide  and  the 
score  remained  13-0. 

The  quarter  ended  before  the 
Cats  could  mount  an  offensive. 
However,  early  in  the  second 
quarter  the  Cougars  made  a 
break  for  themselves  when  Lon- 
nie Dennis  jarred  ASU  back  Joe 
Drake  on  the  Sun  Devil  16  with 
Dave  Barrus  pouncing  on  the 
lflose  pigskin  for  the  Pumas.
